Secrox 1. Prgfcrty not liable for debts and free from taxation,

Be it enacted by the Legislatice Assembly of the Territory of Minnesota:

Secrrox 1. That in addition to the privileges and innnunities granted,
and duties assigned to the Minnegota Historical Society, by the act ap- Propery.
proved Octobar 20, 1849, the said Society shall be allowed to receive by
beqjuest, donation or purchase, any amount of property, real or personal,
and shall hold the same in perpetnity, a5 o sacred trust for the uses and
purposes of said Society, without in any manuer mortgaging, or by debts
encumbering sach property now in possession, or thereafter to be acquired;
nor shall any such property be liable, in any manner or form whatever, for
any debt contrﬁctcg by said Society; and the real property now vested in
the Hociety in the city of St, Paul, and the building hercafter to be lo-
cated thereon, as a Hall for the same, and the personal property of the
Society shall be exempt from taxation.

Seo. 2. As soon ns convenient afier the passage of this act, the Society
shall elect an cxecutive conncil, consisting of not more than twenty-five
members of the Society, who shall hold their office for the term of threc  ceunen
years, aud nntil their successzors are elected, which eluection shall thereafter
take place {riennially.” The oxecutive comimittee shall clect and appoing
oll officers, aud such agents and collaborators of the Socicty, resident and
non-resident, as they may deem necessary or useful, and the cxecutive

CHAPTER XVI.

An Act to provide for an Annual Appropriation for the bensfit of the
Minnewota Histortcal Society,
Secriox 1. Annual appropriation to the Soclety,

2, Duty of Executive Conacil.
3, When to take effect.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the dbrritory of Minnsota :

Secertox 1. That there shall be annually approprivled to the Minneso-
ta Historieal Society, the sum of Five Hundred Dellars, to be expended by
said Society, in coliecting, embodying, arranging and preserving in authew-
tic form & library of hooks, panphlets, maps, charts, manuscripts, papers,
paintings, statuary and other materials illustrative of the history of K{ain-
nesoin ; to rescue from oblivion the memory of its carly pioneers, to ob-
tain and preserve narratives of their exploits, perils and hardy adventures;
to sccure (acts sud statements relative to the history, genius, progress or
decoy of our Indian tribes 5 to exlibit faithfully the antiquities and the
past and present resources of Minnesota; also to aid in the publication of
such of the collections of the Socicty, as the Society shall, from time to
time, deem of value and interest; to aid in binding its books, pamphlets,
manuscripts and papers, and in paying the necessary incidental expenses of
the Sociaty.

8ec. 2, It shall be the duty of the Executive Council of the Histori-
cal Society of Minnesota, to keep an accurate account of the manner of
cxpenditure of thoe said sum of money hereby appropriated, and {ransmit
the same, tomether with the vouchers therefor, to the Governor, in the
wonth of Jonuary of each year, to be by him laid before the Legislative
Assembly.
